Farmers, when they come to Gray- 
ling, ought to have it in their caleu- 
lations to visit the State Farm sever- 
al times each summer. 


The work there is planned by Pro- 
fessorsM. M. McCool, of the Soils De- 
partment of our Agricultural College. 
Mr. A. G. Weidemann, of this depart- 
ment, comes up to see that soil is fit- 
ted and seed planted according to 
Mr. McCool’s plans. I, as County 
Agent, look after the farm after 
things are planted. 


I have induced Mr. Weidemann to 
write a short article about some of 
the things found out on the State 
Farm at Grayling. Here is hin let- 
ter: 


For the past two seasons we have 
been carrying on soils and fertilizer 
experiments on the experimental 
tract near Grayling, and the question 
of how the experiments there can. ben- 
afit the Crawford County farmers, or 
any other farmers for that matter, 
naturally arises. The only way to.get 
any benefit from anything is to use 
it. The experimenta) tract at Gray- 
ling is there for the use of all Craw- 
ford County farmers or any other 
farmers or anyone else who might be 
interested. 

Inasmuch as this work has been 
carried on only two seasons it is 
quite impossible to make any very 

xtensive recommendations, although 
the results of the work done so far 
are extremely interesting. For in- 
:tance, an application of barnyard ma- 
wire in the spring of 1921 increased

Next year we will be able to 
obtain some results from a compari- 
son between the effect of woodashes 
and lime on the yield of sweet clover 
and alfalfa. It will be worth the 
while of any Crawford County farm- 
er to watch the. results. of this work.

I heard so much about the woes 
of the farmer and the demand that 
Congress or someone else “do seme- 
thing for him” that I tried to find out 
just what .it was that ailed< the far- 
mer and I soon discovered that -it is 
because he is just average. and that 
as such he can never make good, and 
from that study I went a little far-} 
ther and I found that’ to be “just 
average” means to be. practically aj 
failure, whatever your’ Walk in life. | 
More than half‘the merchants ‘in the 
United States are failures.” If they 
don’t end in the bankruptey 
they dawdle along from year tg year. 
their cdpital getting less and less 
until they get’ out of business by 
means of a fire ot death, or a sale to| 
can succeed at the selling gainé. 

But to get back to the farmer. 
The average 
35 bushels to the acre, of wheat, less | 
than 15, of potatoes less than 00.
